The Ways and Means Committee Com- 
pleted—The Speaker Com- 
ing Home.. 


WASHINGTON, December 21.—[Special.]—A 
few of Mr. Mills’s lieutenants in the recent 
speakership contest, and a half-dozen mug- 
wump free-trade papers, are heaping cart 
Joads of abuse upon the head of Speaker 
Crisp because he will not appoint the Texan 
chairman of the ways and means committee. 

They characterize him as suffering with the 
‘“‘big-head,”” and make use of many other 
equally complimentary expressions. ; 

They even go so far as to accuse him of pur- 
suing a course that will disrupt the democratic 
party. 

They are, indeed, howling with the vigor of 
an ‘mpounded cur dog. But it is of no use. 
Instead of suffering with the ‘‘big-head,”’ the 
speaker has demonstrated that he possesses 
an very stiff backbone. This little 
coterie of defeated ones have 
been laughing in their sleeves recently, 
consoling themselves in the idea that, although 
defeated in the speakership contest, they 
would still control the house, and the speaker 
would be no more than a figurehead. When 
the Georgian demonstrated that he was going 
to be much more than a statue, and intended 
doing that which is best for the party, then 
the howl commenced and, judging from its 
vigor at the present, it will perhaps last a full 
week. 

False Reports Noticed. 

In order to make him change, even at this 
late day, they have started the report that 
Governor Hill sent a special messenger here 
toadvise him to appoint Mr. Mills.

Mr. Blount’s Promotion. 

The fact that Mr. Blount will be made 
chairman of the committee on foreign rela- 
tions means much for the- Georgian. In the 
first place, considering our strained relations 
with Chile and other countries, that committee 
will have much to do, and the chairman is 
apt to be a conspicuous figure before the coun- 
try. Morethan this: It has been a common 
rumor in the sixth Georgia district that Mr. 
Blount would not be a candidate for congress 
again, but would retire and allow the several 
young aspirants in that district to have a 
scramble for congressional honors. But Mr. 
Blount is not at such an advanced age as to 
cause him to be ready to retire from public 
life. He wiil have seryed twenty years in 
congress when his present term expires, and it 
wouid be pleasant to round off his official ca- 
reer by serving his government at the court 
ofa foreign country. The chances are, the 
next president will be a democrat. In that 
event the chairman of the house committee 
on foreign affairs will be the first man se- 
lected to become minister plenipotentiary and 
envoy extraordinary to a foreign court. 
That has been the custom in the past when 
the chairman of the house committee hap- 
pens to be of the same political belief as the 
chief executive. “There isno reason to believe 
the custom wili be changed. Thus, in the 
event of a democratic president next time, 
Mr. Blount will don the toga of a minister 
plenipotentiary, and hie himself to a foreign 
country for four years at least.

A PRETTY PRISONER. 


Mrs. Lillian Caldicott in Court for As- 
sault with Intent to Murder. 


HALT! WAS HER STERN DEMAND, 


As She Pointed the Muazle ofa Smith & 
Wessonin Her Husband’s Face. 
The Whole Story. 


Mrs. Lillian Caldicott was a star prisoner in 
Judge Owens’s court yesterday. 

She is the pretty wife of the well-known 
Turkish bath 1oan under the Gould building, 
and was arrested by Call Officer Tom Ivy, at 
the instance of her husband, who charges her 
with assault with intent to murder. Mr. 
Caldicott alleges in his charge that he was 
driven to the course, very much against his 
will, by the threatening glances of a Smith & 
Wesson, grasped firmly by his wife’s jeweled 
fingers. 

This she does not pretend to deny, but enters 
a counter charge of self-defense. 

According to Mr. Caldicott’s story eleven 
years ago he led to the altar, with fond antic- 
ipations of a happy future, a beautiful and in 


nocent girl. 

He talked with considerable feeling of 
many misunderstandings between himself and 
wife, and confessed to more than one separa- 
tion. He says, with all her faults, he loves 
her still, and no one who hears him talk can 
doubt it. 

When they Jived apart several months, be- 
cause of disagreement, he says he loved her 
so that he begged her to live with him-again, 
hoping that further misunderstandings could 
be avoided. Since that time they have lived 
ordinarily happy up to a few days ago. 

Mrs. Caldicott, as they both state, wanted 
to goto St. Louison business, and got her 
husband’s consent. She took their little son 
with her. Last Saturday, however, she turned 
up at the Emery house in Cincinnati, and 
figured considerably in the newspapers of that 
city. Thestory goes that she was ordered to 
leave the hotel, and she virtually aftirms the 
report, 

She says as it was only a short distance from 
St. Louis to the Queen City, and as ler hus- 
band had some relatives there, she decided to 
make a run over and see them. On her arrival 
she put up at the Emery, and during the day 
two of her friends called on her, and she re- 
ceived themin her room. The clerk of the 
hotel sent her a note asking her to conform to 
the rules of the house and see her friends in 
the parlor or vacate. ‘On the receipt of this 
she saysshe paid her bill and went tothe 
house of her husband’s relatives.

WHILE FIGHTING THE ANGRY SEA, 


Is Seton Fire by an Upturned Stove and 
Completely Demolished—Details 
of the Burning, 


Brunswick, Ga., December 21.—[Special.]— 
The four-masted schooner, Carrie E. Cookson, 
Cookgon, master, went ashore on the north 
breakers this morning, at 4 o’clock, during a 
heavy fog, tipped on her beam and overturned. 
The stove inthe cabin and binnacle light 
caught on fire and the vessel was burned to 
the waters edge. The vessel alone was valued 
at about $60,000 no cargo. Everything was a 
total loss. Cookson and hiscrew of nine men 
barely escaped with their lives. The vessel 
was insured, 

The Story in Detail. 

The story in detail learned from authentic 
sources, is a thrilling one. The schooner was 
brand new, this being her second trip. She 
hailed from Rockland, Maine, and 
was bound light from New York 
to Brunswick to load crossties. She arrived 
off St. Simon’s lighthouse at 2 o'clock, and at 
4 o’clock Cookson decided to comein. He 
thought his bearing correct from the light- 
house, but the light could be seen only indis- 
tinctly, it being misty. Cookson brought up 
on the north breaker, and the vessel turned, 
tipping over the stove and binnacle light, set 
ting the cab on fire. 

The Fire Burns Rapidly. 

The fire burnea rapidly and was unnoticed 
for a while, in the efforts to get off the 
breakers. The entire end of the boat was in 
flames before it was discovered, and the boats 
were hurriedly lowered, filled with men and 
pulled for the shore. 

Tugs to the Rescue. 

A heavy sea was running, and the boats 
almost swamped. Luckily the burning vessel 
had been seen by the captain of the tug Iris, 
at St. Simon’s, who hurriedly put out for her. 
He rescued the crew in time to save them 
from being swamped by the heavy sea. Later 
three tugs tried to save the hull, but she had 
drifted tothe southward of the bar off of 
Jekyl, out of the way of navigation, and noth- 
ing was done, 

Captain Cookson was at notime within two 
miles of the channel, and, of course, no blame 
is attached to the bar or any one. 

The heavy gales of the past three days have 
been the cause of much uneasinessin Bruns- 
wick. Four pilot boats, the Glynn, Telegram, 
Gracie and Pride, have been out since Friday, 
and no news has been received from any of 
them except the Pride, which came in this 
evening and reported that she had been blown 
out into the gulf stream, 100 miles southerly. 
Telegrams have been sent to all Florida ports, 
but no news has been received from the others. 

A Marooning Party. 

A marooning party, consisting of John Bal- 
mer, Andrew J. Mason and Charles Bostwick, 
special correspondent of The Outing, were 
caught in the gale, blown on top of Cabbage 
blutf, near Brunswick, and the boat was so 
deeply imbedded in the sand that it will have 
tobe dugout. . 

Like wildfire the news spread through 
Brunswick at 8 o’clock tonight that William 
Turner was assassinated, or accidentally killed, 
about six miles from Brunswick.

Crisp and Mills. 

The fact that Mr. Watterson, of The 
Courier-Journal, has demanded that Speaker 
Crisp should reconsider his purpose and 
offer the chairmanship of the ways and 
means committee to Mr. Mills is deemed to 


. be of sufficient importance to telegraph over 


the country. We believe that Mr. Watter- 
son’s demand is more interesting than im- 
portant. Mr. Watterson is a very inter- 
esting man and there is a flavor of the pic- 
turesque about whatever he does. 

This demand, for instance, is exceedingly 
picturesque. For weeks, Mr. Watterson has 
been silent. Hehas taken no part in the 


contest for speaker. He has kept altogether 


out of the discussion that has been going on. 
He has offered no advice, and has given no 
opinion, Suddenly, when everything is 
practically settled, he swoops down on 
Speaker Crisp and demands that he shall 
reconsider his action in regard to the ways 
and means committee. 

All that there is to this demand is its ex- 
ceeding picturesqueness, Speaker Crisp is 
not the agent of individuals, but of the 
democratic party. He was made speaker 
after a free discussion and full consultation 
among democrats; he was made the leader 
of the democratic party in congress after his 
purposes and his policy were thoroughly 
canvassed. There may be other matters be- 
hind it all, but our opinion, based ona 
knowledge of Mr. Crispand his plans, is 
that but for Mr. Mills himself, Mr. Mills 
would have been offered the chairmanship of 
the ways and meanscommittee. His actions 
at the organization of the house and his at- 
titude since, have relieved Speaker Crisp of 
all the obligations that courtesy may have 
imposed on him. Regarding the matter 
purely on its merits, Mr. Crisp could scarcely 
have done otherwise than he has. Person- 
alism, suchas has been showing its head 
during the past year or two, has no proper 
place in the democratic party. 

What is and has been the attitude of Mr. 
Mills?. That is best described by a Wash- 
ington correspondent who is on the spot— 
the correspondent of The New York World, 
which was in favor of Mills for speaker: 

In regard to Mr. Mills, this may be accepted as 
certain—he will be appointed chairman of the 
committee on interstate and foreign commerce, 
if he shows a disposition to aidand not hamper 
the administration of Speaker Crisp. If he con- 
tinues to sulk and create as much antagonism 
among other members as he can, it is difficult to 
tell where he will bring up. That is the exact sit- 
uation in plain Anglo-Saxon at the present writ- 
ing. 

- Clearly enough there is a tendency on the 
part of Mr. Mills and a few of his friends to 
regard his personal ambition as of more im- 
portance than the democratic party. In- 
stead of falling cheerfully into line, as Mr. 
Crisp would have done inthe event of his 
defeat, Mr. Mills appears to be engaged in 
the beautiful business of bushwhacking. 

We believe that Speaker Crisp’s action in 
regard to the ways and means committee is 
endorsed by the great conservative and pa- 
triotic influences which give vitality and 
strength to the democratic organization. 


A Timely Suggestion.

All of which isthe purest rot and non- 
‘Bense when applied to the difficulties under 
which the sea island cotton planters are 
laboring. It is the typical free trade argu- 
ment, and itis applied on every occasion 
and under all circumstances, The Charles- 
ton News and Courier has galloped along 
With this argument in the most affable 
manner, but now it is inclined to enter a

It points out that all men of talent are mad be- 
cause of insomnia and the undue pressure on the 
brain power, citing Shakespeare, Byron, Victor 
Hugo and Gounod—all, all, crazy.

THEY ARE TO GO TO WORK AGAIN, 


All the Richmond and Danville’s Dis- 
charged Hands Areto Be Taken 
Back ina Few Weeks. 


A meeting of the railroad agents of Georgia 
was called for yesterday afternoon at the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Grand Secretary Wright, of Chicago, was 
expected, and he started to come, but was 
called back by important business. 

Only a few agents came to Atlanta, and as 
the association’s grand secretary was not pres- 
ent, no meeting was held. The men 
whowere here did get together and have 
an informal talk. This Georgia divis- 
ion was organized last spring, and is not a 
year old yet. At the first meeting 
in Macon the attendance was large, and the 
membership now amounts to something like 
one hundred and fifty. 

There are 600 railroad agents in Georgia, 
These men feel the need of a strong organiza- 
tion. They: are ground by their companies 
on one side and by the public on the other. 
The agent is in direct contact with the pat- 
rons of the road, and has to take the com- 
plaints. If a wrong delivery is made he is 
held responsible. If the wrong charge has 
been made at the billing point it is his loss 
if he does not discover it. He catches it on 
every hand. 

Georgia’s agents want to be in 
@ position to exert some _ infinuence 
before the next general assembly. Another 
object of theirs is to band themselves and get 
out of the power of the surety companies. 

The agents of the United States hold their 
annual meeting in Florida early in the coming 
year. Some of the Georgia agents are going 
to the convention to inviteit to meet in At- 
lanta in 1893. The body is a very large one 
and would be well worth bringing here. 

Georgia’s railroad agents are urged to take 
an active interest in the division in this state. 
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GOING BACK TO WORK, 


By February ist the Richmond and Dan- 
ville’s Discharged Mechanics Will Return.

By February 1st all the men laid off last 
week by the Richmond and Danyille will be 
taken back.

But, up in New York, it was declared abso- 
lutely necessary to cut down the December and 
January pay rolls, and there was nothing to do 
but to doit. Certain kinds of work will have 
to stop until the force is increased again. 

There seems to be a prospect of getting out 
of the financial woods next month, and when 
that day comes there will be rejoicing in all 
the Richmond Terminal properties. 

The Richmond and Danville Firemen. 

The matter of increased pay which the 
Richmond and Danville’s firemen are figuring 
on with General Manager Green and Assistant 
General Manager Thompson may go over 
until after the holidays. An increase has been 
offered to the Georgia Pacific firemen, but the 
men on all the other lines want a raise, too.

THE SITUATION IN THE RYAN CASE. 


The Proceedings Before Judge Marshall 
Clarke Yesterday—A Decision Will 
Be Announced This Morning. 


Judge Marshall J. Clarke yesterday morn- 
ing devoted three hours to hearing arguments 
in the Ryan case. 

The sounding of the case was: Stephen A. 
Ryan vs. Charles S. Kingsbery, receiver, peti- 
tion for discharge. 

The pvetition, which was presented to the 
court some ten days ago, has since then been 
printed in pamphlet form, and copies have 
been served upon every lawyer in anyway con- 
nected with the case. 

The petition shows that Ryan is imprisoned 
{n the county jail of said county, under an 
order made by Judge George F. Gober of the 
Blue Ridge circuit, presiding in Judge Mar- 
shall J. Clarke’s absence, the 28th of July, 
1891, which said order adjudged the petitioner 
tobe in contempt because he refused and 
failed to turn over his assets in money to the 
receiver, Charles S. Kingsbery, the amount of 


money demanded, being $120,490.79. It fur-— 


ther shows that Ryan was then and there com- 
mitted to jail for contempt, and was ordered 
to remain in jail until the mandate of the 
court was complied with. The petitioner 
prays to be allowed an opportunity to purge 
himself from contempt and prays to be dis- 
charged, alleging: 

1. That it is impossible for petitioner to pay 
saidsum of $120,490.79, because he has not said 
gum, or any part of it,in his possession, power, 
custody or control. Petitioner has no money, 
and has no means of ever getting any money, ex- 
cept by earning it, without capital of his own. 

2 That petitioner did not have or control said 
sum, or any part of it, or withhold said sum, or 
any part of it, from said receiver, when the same 
was demanded of him by said receiver. 

In support of the above grounds the peti- 
tioner relates the facts in the case, which THE 
CoNSsTITUTION has already published. 

But the lawyers never got a chance yester- 
day to read or comment upon these grounds. 

It was expected that the merits of the case 
would be gune into, and, with the expectation 
of hearing a lively engagement between the 
opposing lawyers, a large crowd was present. 

A Preliminary Motion. 

However, the merits of the case were not 
touched. The fight was made upon a prelim- 
inary motion. 

Mr. J. J. Spalding, of counsel for Receiver 
Kingsbery, made the following motion: 

L. & C. Wise et al. vs. Stephen A. Ryan. Petition 
in the Fulton superior court, fall term, 1891. 
Petition of Stephen A. Ryan for discharge from 
the final order committing him for contempt. 
The receiver, having been required by the order 

of said court to show cause why the petition fur 

discharge should not be granted before answering 
thereto, moves the court to dismiss said petition, 
because the same does not set forth sufficient 
facts necessary to require this respondent to an- 
gswer the same. Said petition shows no fact trans- 
= sincs said tinal order entitling said Ryan 

have the same modified. Said petition shows 
no facts save such as were fully inquired into on 
said bearing as to his contempt. Said judgment, 
finding defendant to be in possession of the as- 
gets mentioned in said order, and to be in con- 
tempt, having been had on a full hearing, and 
having veen affirmed by the supreme court, is res 
adjudicata, because no sufficient facts are shown 
in this application to warrant the discharge of 
defendant. 


Mr. Spalding Speaks. 

It was agreed that Mr. Spalding should be 
the spokesman for the opposition, and he made 
an exceedingly able argument in support of 
his motion. He begav by quoting some lead- 

‘ug cases bearing on the point at issue, and 
made apposite comments as he went along. 
The motion of the petition should be dis- 
missed, Mr. Spalding contended, because there 
is nothing new in his petition. No new facts 
are brought to light—no facts that have trans- 
pired since the petition was sent to prison. 
He does not affirm that he has disposed of any 
of the money since that order was passed by 
Judge Gober. He does not even question the 


_forrections of that order, but comes and plays 


upon one string, and asks that the matter be 
‘feopened and the case be gone over again. 
Mr. Ryan seeks to rip over Judge Gober’s de- 
cision, and we are here to uphold it. There is 
‘Rot one point in Mr. Ryan’s petition ‘that was 
not made in his original bill of exceptions, and 
all have been reviewed and acted upon by the 
supreme court. 

These points were emphasized by Mr. Spald- 
ing, who also adverted to the large share of 
‘the court’s time which thiscase has already 
taken. This argument was fortitied by a 
formidable array of authorities. 


Judge Hopkins Replies. 


Judge John L. Hopkins, senior counsel for 
tr. Ryan, was entrusted with the generalship 
of the case, and he replied at great length, and 
in his we!l-known strong and clear stvle, te 
the arguinents adduced by Mr. Spalding.

THE BODY MEETS IN REGULAR SESSION 


And Receives the Report of the Sale of the 
Bonds—New Station House—Two 
Water Commissioners, 


The sale of Atlanta’s bonds by Mayor Hemp- 
hilland Mr. Frank Rice, chairman: of the 
finance committee, was discussed during the 
session of the general council yesterday after- 
noon. 

And the sale was endorsed by a unanimous 
and spirited vote of the entire body. 

Every member thought the sale a most e6x- 
cellent one. : 
The Sale Reported. 

_ Mr. Rice presented the report of the sale to 
the body. 

The paper recited the fact that Mayor 
Hemphill and Mr. Rice had been instructed 
by the general council to visit New York and 
dispose of $289,000 of redemption bonds, bear- 
44 per cent interest, and $500,000 of water- 
works bonds bearing the same rate. 

“We sold,” the report said, ‘‘the $289,000 of 
redemption bonds to E. Frank Coe, of New 
York city, at 95 cents, to be delivered on the 
1st of January at the Chemical bank of New 
York city, and to be paid for in cash on 
delivery. 

“We further negotiated the sale of the 
$500,000 water bonds, bearing 44 per cent in- 
terest, payable thirty days after date to the 
Mutual Life of New York, at the sum of 95 
cents on the dollar, to be delivered and paid 


for as follows: 
“Two hundred and fifty thousand dollars to 


be delivered on January 15th, or between that 
date and February Ist at 95 flat, all 
coupons being on said bonds then. That the 
remaining $250,000 of bonds shall be delivered 
on the 30th day of June next at 95 flat, 
said bonds having all coupons on save the first 
one, which said first coupon upon said remain- 
ing $250,000 bonds shall be retained by the 
city of Atlanta. 

“The Mutual Life istohave fivedays notice 
the of time of delivery of the first $250,000 of 
bonds. Principal and interest shall be paya- 
ble in New York. 

‘*Your committee diligently made application 
to all parties they could reach without hawk- 
ing the bonds to their detriment, and after 
having been offered several times a much 
less price, succeeded in getting the above price 
on conditions named. It istheopinion of your 
committee that they have done the best that 
could have been done in New York, according 
to the tinancial condition of affairs there and 
the money markets. We feel satisfied that 
this is a good sale for the city of Atlanta’s 
bonds, as it makes our interest a little 
less than 4? per cent per annum on 
this sale of bonds, which is lower 
than many cities of equal standing are able to 
negotiate their loans at this time.”’ 

The report was signed by W. A. Hemphill, 
as mayor, and F. P. Rice as chairman of the 
finance committee. 

Attached to it and forming a part of the re- 
port was Mr. Coe’s signature to an agreement to 
accept the $289,000 of bonds in accordanc 
with the terms mentioned in the report. 

Then came a Similar agreement with Fred- 
erick Cromwell, treasurer of the Mutual Life 
Insurance Company, for the $500,000 of water- 
works bonds. 

‘‘Now, I move,”’ said Mr. Hulsey, “‘that the 
report of the committee be adopted.” 

‘‘Not in the spirit of enthusiasm, but only to 
acquire information,” said Mr. Woodward. 
‘*T desire to ask if it was necessary to float the 
entire edition of water bonds ?’’ 

‘‘In view of the contracts we have made,’’ 
said Mr. Rice, ‘for materialsoon to be deliv- 
ered and paid for, it was.’’

THE NORMAL COLLEGE, 


Talks About the New 
Institution. 

The State Normal school at Athens promises 
great things for the educational interests of 
Georgia. 

State School Commissioner Bradwell was 
made chairman of the board of trustees at the 
meeting last Thursday, and as such he will 
have charge of the organization of the new 
training school. 

In talking of what had already been done 
Mr. Bradwell expressed himself of the belief 
that the opening of this school meant the in- 
troduction of a new era in educational circles 
in Georgia. 

The school begins with a small nucleus, but 
the board of trustees are determined to see 
that every cent available is spent tothe very 
best advantage. Mr. Bradwell said of it yes- 
terday: 

‘*The school is for the training of young men 
for the vocation of teaching. It’s purposes are 
distinctly separte from those of the county in- 
stitue, but in conjuction with the latter, 
which is for the instruction of teachers already 
at work, we hope to introduce a great improve- 
ment upon the present methods of instruction 
in Georgia. 

“The legislature accepted the gift of the old 
Rock college, the six acres of land going with 
itand the Gilmer fund, made by the univer- 
sity. The Gilmer fund affords $1,000 per 
annum. 

‘‘Afver a full conference with the faculiy of 
the university and the trustees of the Gilmer 
fund, we visited the old Rock college. Itis 
located on an electric line two miles from the 
university *campus. It stands on a command- 
ing eminence, and isastrong structure, built 
of rock. 

“There are three and ahalf stories to the 
building, and about sixty rooms. There are 
several outbuildings on the grounds, which 
were put to use when the experimental farm 
was there. An engine for pumping water and 
for manufacturing gas is ready at hand. 

“After talking with an architect we decided 
to spend all the money available Janu 
ary ist for repairs. A _ large recitation 
room will be fitted up, and the others arranged 
as dormitories. We will have $500 more on 
July Ist, and it will be nsed as far as it will 5° 
in getting suitable furniture. We hope to be 
ready for opening early next summer. 

*The only compensation that is asked of a 
student is that he sign an agreement to teach 
in the public schools for three years 
after finishing his course. A _ course will 
cover a period of three years. 

**‘We hope to receive aid from the Peabody 
fund, which would greatly faciiitate our 
preparations. . 

“The university faculty have generously 
offered their assistance without any compen- 
sation. 

“I believe that the demand for better 
trained teachers in Georgia will be met by 
this school, in the young men who will receive 
training by it. 

“Through the work of {this college 
and the Girls’ Normal school 
at Milledgeville, it will not be long before the 
teachers of Georgia will rank with those oi 
any state in the union.”

THAT COUNTESS. 


She Lieson a Cot at St. Joseph's In- 
firmary--She Makes Her Will. 


SHE IS A BROKEN-HEARTED MOTHER. 


Twenty Yoars of Fruitiess Search for Her 
Son—Disappointed Love—The 
Cause of Her Trouble, 


The removal of the Countess d’ Von Zelkieka 
from her rooms on the corner of Haynes and 
Chapel streets to St. Joseph’s infirmary, and 
some of the strange story of her life, was told 
in yesterday’s CONSTITUTION. 

From court to cot was the life-road decreed 
by fate for this woman to travel. 

It has been a dreary journey, darkened with 
the clouds of sorrow, brightened at intervals 
with rays of hope, only to be swallowed by the 
shadows of disappointment. 

But the end is near. The frail shred that 
binds life is almost severed, and the once beau- 
tiful countess of the brilliant Prussian court 
will find a resting place beneath the surface of 
Georgia soil. 

For nearly twenty years she has wandered 
aimlessly -in a strange land, among people 
whose language she can speak but poorly, 
searching in Vain for the one child she has 
brought into this world. The love she has 
borne for that son during ail her years of suf- 
fering and seeking has never grown less. As 
she lies on that modest cot in the hospital to- 
day, as her body is withered with the terrible 
disease, her heart is absorbed with’ longing 
lova for her lost child. 

In broken English she tells her story with 
tears tlowing freely down the care-worn cheeks 
and her articulation smothered to almost in- 
audableness by the emotions of her heart. 

Six or eight years ago, it is uncertain just 
how Jong, in her hopeful search for her son, 
she came to Atlanta. Having been reduced 
to poverty by her long travels, she was com- 
pelled to resort to teaching music as a resource 
for a livelihood. Sheisan accomplished mu- 
sician, and found no trouble in getting pupils. 
As the strange woman, claiming to be a 
countess, and the excellent music teacher, she 
has been known to many. 

Lying on her cot last night praying to die 
and evoking God’s blessing on her darling son 
wherever he might be, she told her story. 
She said that she was the idolized daughter of 
a Prussian nobleman, who shortly after her 
birth was driven into exile for some disobedi- 
ence to the laws of his country. 

She was left heiress to his estates, which 
were not confiscated, and in this position she 
grew into womanhood. Early in life she 
plighted her troth to Lord d’Von Zelkeika, 
a Prussian army officer. The marriage 
took place, and soon a son 
was born to biess the noble home. 
Her husband shortly developed intolerable 
traits of dissipation that resulted in a separa- 
tion. The husband kidnaped the little boy, 
the only child, and left the country, and where 
he went to no one could tell. With her very 
soul burning and heart dying with love for her 
offspring, the countess disposed of her estate, 
and commenced the search for him, that must 
soon end in St. Joseph’s infirmary. 

Learning that her husband, with the child, 
had come to America, she, too, crossed the 
waters in pursuit. 

But all her weary years, of searching have 
been fruitless, and now that time and eternity 
had commanded that ‘she surrender to the 
forces of age and disease she must lie down 
and die without even one sight of the object of 
a life’s love, 

Yesterday morning, realizing that her life 
must soon terminate, she sent for Oscar 
Parker and dictated to him in due form 
her last will and testament. Four 
hundred dollars which she has on 
deposit in the Gate City bank she leaves to St. 
Joseph’sinfirmary. Her furniture and other 
property were left to charitable institutions, 
with the exception of her jewelry, which is of 
quaint pattern, and very valuable. So dear to 
her poor heart are the tender memories cluster- 
ing around these that she cannot bear to give 
them up even in death. 

She leaves instructions that in case she 
should die, her arteries be cut, so there may 
be no possibility,of her being buried alive. 
A friend who has known her since she came 
to Atlanta, tells the reason of this. Years 
ago her sister was supposed to have died. She 
was duly buried. In a few days some relatives 
had occasion to open the grave for some 
reason, and then the horrible discovery was 
made that she had been buried alive. From 
this came the Atlanta’s woman’s horror of 
being buried alive.

A LEGAL CONSTRUCTION ASKED FOR, 


Gencral Cook Asks a Legal Interpreta- 
tion ofthe New Law-—-<An Interview 
with Colonel Hardeman.

There are three foreign building and loan 
associations which have filed certificates with 
the secretary of state. Two of these had filed 
papers prior to the 18th and the documents 
from the third reached the capitol yesterday 
mornihge. 

‘ue Guarantee Fund Building and Loan 
Association, of Nashville, filed papers with the 
secretary of stateon December 4th and the 
New South Building and Loan Association, of 
New Orleans, filed its certificates on 
the 5th of  Deeember. Papers from 
the Southern Building and Loan Association, 
of Knoxville, were received at the secretary of 
gtate’s oflice vesterday morning. 

In Sunday’s ConstTiItuTrion the two foreign 
companies which had filed certificates with 
the secretary of state, namely, the ‘Guarantee 
Fund’”’ company, of Nashviile, and the *‘New 
South,’’ of New Orleans, were omitted. The 
omission was, of course, unintentional, and 
occurred in this way: It was understood that 
deposits and certificates were to be tiled with 
the sate treasurer, whereas the foreign com- 
panies tile certificates with the secretary of 
state, although they are also required to file 
with the treasurer a statement of their assets 
and liabilities for the current fiscal year. 

Application was made at the treasurer’s of- 
fice for a complete list of those companies 
which had complied with the law, and a list of 
those which had made deposits with the treas- 
urer Was taken directly from his book. The 
fact that all are required to make annual re- 

rts to the treasurer led the reporter to over- 
sat the fact that some others might be found 
at the ofjice of the secretary of state, though 
not inciuded in the treasurer's list. This was 
not earelessiy overiooked, for it was remarked 
with surprise that acompany which had an- 
nounced its intention to comply with the law 
was not on the treasurer’s list. It was 
ascertained yesterday that the three foreign 
companies above mentioned had filed papers 
with the secretary of state in the order men- 
tioned. 

Reierence was-made in Sunday’s article to 
the fact that the “‘State’’ Building and Loan 
Association, of Savannah, had not made a de- 
posit with the treasurer. Further inquiry sug- 
gests the probability that the state does not 
yet come under the provisions of the law. 
A company may be organized in Geor- 
gia upon the “national’’ or general pian, 
and may begin to build up a business first in 
Georgia, expecting eventually to push the con- 
nection beyond the state Ilnes. It only be- 
comes amenable to this law when it crosses 
the Georgia line. For this reason several of 
these companies organized under a liberal! 
charter, and intending eventually to cover the 
whole southern territory, may not yet be un- 
der the provisions of the law. 

There are two parts to this building and 
loan law. One requires companies doing busi- 
ness in § Georgia to deposit here 
or elsewhere in responsible hands 
three-fourths ‘of their securities. The other 
—— for reciprocity with other states in 

uilding and loan matters. The construction 
there is not perfectly clear, but the intention 
of the law seems to bethat Georgia will re- 
quire of foreign building and loan associations 
what their own states require of Georgia build- 
ing and loan associations. 

The tirst part ofthe law requiring a deposit 
of three-fourths of the securities must be har- 
monized with the last part providing for re 
quirements reciprocal with those of other 
siates. To illustrate: New York requires 
all foreign buiiding and loan associations 
doing business in that state to deposit with 
the New York state treasurer $100,000 in 
mouey. That provision, forfeiting, as it does, 
the interest on so large a sum, operates as a 
prohibition on foreign associations and protec- 
tion for the home corporations. Now, the 
guestion is, under the Georgia law, would a 
New York building and loan association have 
to deposit $100,000 with ‘Treasurer Har- 
deman before doing business in this state? 
Unquestionably it wiil, if any Georgia corpo- 
ration is doing business in New York state, 
but some have suggested that this reciprocity 
feature would not be operative if no Georgia 
corporations were during business in New 
York. The construction occurring to the av- 
€rage man is that from the day*when the 
new Georgia law went into effect, no New 
York corporation can come into this state and 
do business without first depositing $100,000 
with Treasurer Hardeman. 

Another question which arises is this: When 
another state like Tennessee requires as small- 
er deposit of securities than the three-fourths 
required by the Georgia law, will the reciprocity 
feature of the Georgia law operate to reduce 
our requirement on Tennessee companies to 
the deposit required by their own staie, 
Ramely $50,000 of securities ? 

On these and other questions turning upon 
& construction of the law, General Cook, the 
secretary of state, has asked Governor Northen 
0 get a competent legal opinion. 

Treasurer Hardeman’s View. 


State Treasurer Hardeman wasasked to give 
his views of the law, and did 80 as follows: 

“The law applies to the classes of building 
and joan associations described in this para- 
graph: 

“Be it enactad by the general assembly of 
the state of Georgia, That every building and 
loan association heretofore or hereafter incor- 

rated underthe lawsof this state, which 

oes business outside of this state, shall de- 
posit and keep on deposit with the treasurer of 
this state, or with a legally incorporated and 
duly organized trust company, to be selected 
the board of directors of such association. in

MR. WYNN REPLIES 
To the Card of Mr. Broughton About the 
Alliance Exchange. 

EpiroR CONSTITUTION—In reference to W. A. 
Broughton’s card, I wish tostate that I have never 
said one word, except in reply to something they 
had said, or in self-defense ; but he seems to think 
that repetition amounts to establishing facts; and 
as he has displayed as much unfamiliarity with 
the scripture, as in his effort to manage the state 
exchange, by making a misquotation with the 
word “lie” in it, I will give him a chance to test 
his veracity. Furthermore, a long-suffering 
public must be tired of this useless controversy ; 
therefore I make him and W. L. Peek the tollow~ 
ing proposition: If in five days from this date 
they will prove by reputable witnesses the follow- 
ing charges that they have made, I will go before 
& Inagistrate and sign a libel; if in that time they 
fail to make that proof they will, as gentlemen of 
well-known character, correct the statements they 
have made. ‘Now put up or shut up.” 

“When J. O. Wynn, the ex-business agent, was 
forced to give up his 1!l-gotten real estate, stocks, 
bonds, etc., purchased with money belonging to 

he farmers.” 

1. Howand when was I forced to give up my 
property? 

“In two years he purchased nominally over 
twenty-five thousand dollars’ worth of real estate, 
Stocks, bonds, etc., with a salary of only $3,000 per 
annum, besides supporting himself and family.’’ 

2. How and when did purchase twenty-five 
thousand dollars’ worth of real estate, stocks, 
bonds, etc? 

‘For instance, he contracted for twenty thou- 
sand dollars’ worth of sewing machines, to be sold 
in one year.”’ 

3. How and when did I contract for twenty thou- 
sand doliars’s worth of sewing machines? 

‘‘He deserted you, and the charge and responsi- 
bility of managing your exchange fell upon my 
shoulders. I shouldered the burden and have per- 
formed the duties of the office to the best of my 
ability, and lam happy to say to you that I have 
about saved the wreck,and am getting it again 
on a firm financial basis.”’ 

4. To establish the fact that I deserted the ex- 
change, and refused to give it all the assistance in 
my power. 

5. That W. L. Peek will make proof that he did 
not, on one occasion pay to the Crown mills at 
Daiton, $4,000 in advance, contrary to my advice, 
and that they are now suing for the money. 

6. That he will also prove that he did not signa 
certificate that the books were all right and in 
good shape. 

‘Besides the millions of yards of jute and cot- 
ton bagging he contracted for, he actually con- 
tracted for 500 bales of sugar strips.’’ 

7. That he will also prove that he was not 
perfectly familiar with every contract made for 
cotton bagging, export sugar strips, cotton ties 
and sewing machines | 

As to theamount claimed in this settlement, 
it has been fully settled. The entries that Mr. 
Broughton chooses to call “crooked” have all 
been explained, and were simply debits and 
credits. 

I surrendered the last dime’s worth of effects, 
voluntarilly, that I had in this world, to the 

‘iyment of this debt, including a home in West 
tnd that I owned when | bey.n work for the 
exchange. It was recently sold for $4,500, which, 
added to the $6,000 salary makes me have used 
about $10,000 in living expenses in the last two 
years. And ,my acquaintances know that Ido 
not consume It. 

Our contract for machines was about three each 

day, which was nota large number, considering 
‘the trade for them that we had had. And to the 
loose management of those contracts since August 
Ist, is more to be attributed than to the “wild 
way” in which they were made. 

W. A. Broughton excuses himself for assertions 
in a private letter, published on the score that 
shipments of cotton bagging were made to him 
without his knowledge or consent. ‘That is true 
in part, but he didowe the exchange almost 
twelve months for gooiis ordered over his signa- 
tfire, and we were doing alithat we could with 
him, as with all other debters, to get settlement. 

‘The other 1 got my cotton factor to store with 
iny cotton in his warehouse, and I told Wynn over 
and over again to order the bagging back, that I 
could not sell it for him, and that I wanted to set- 
tle fur what I had sold, but could not until he had 
his books straightened.”’ 

How could we order goods returned, that were 
held in store by him? 

‘At that, his bondsmen seemed willing to ac- 
cept the inevitable and pay up, but one of his 
principal bondsmen being absent, they adjourned 
over until next day.”’ 

Mr. Broughton says ‘‘they adjourned over until 
next day,’”’ and as the first meeting was on Satur- 
day, and he never misrepresents anything, of 
course they assembled again on Sunday. 

I knew the complexity of the business and 
proffered my service to give them any assistance 
possibie in winding it up; for which offer I am 
stigmatized as having ‘‘abandoned it.”’ 

‘‘When you know that $50,000 had actually been 
paid in before commencing business; and as for 
credit, it was one of the fundamental laws of the 
institution that it was to be conducted upon a 
strictiy cash basis; and.as for business, he had 
$0,000 alliancemen in the state of Georgia for his 
customers.” 

W. A. Brougbton says the capital before begin- 
ning business was $50,000, and that there were 
80,000 alliance customers in Georgia. He well 
knows that for almost one year aiter we began 
business the exchange used a very small portion 
of this capital, and that we were never allowed to 
sell alliancemen, other than those holding stock 
in the exchange, which number pever exceeded 
1,500 alliancemen, and a great many of these never 
availed themselves of such privilege. 

‘‘My Lord! how he must have forgotten, just at 
that moment, anything taught him at the Sunday 
school, or one of the principal commandments 
that says, ‘Thou shalt not lie.’ ”’ 

Itis refreshing to see that he has used the 
name of his Maker reverently for once—and he 
makes allusion to my Sunday school training. 
Mine may not have been perfect; and he does not 
evidence being a graduate in that line. 

Now, to close—the surprise i8 notso much that 
I iad not the audacity to reply, as itis wonderful 
that the entire stock of that commodity was not 
used in the make-up of that gentieman. 

He is very careful to inform his constituerts 
that he has reduced the expenses of the exchange; 
and that it would be no longer necessary for him 
to zive bis. attention to it; but he did not tell them 
that he had also reduced the business in greater 
proportion, until now, almost all of it that is left 
are expenses. And [liked to have omitted to thank 
the gentleman for the kind notices of our busi- 
ness he bas brought tothe public. I cannot, how- 
ever, attribute ali of our unexpected success to 
that, but must say that some of itis owing to the 


popularity of our well-known company.

NEW YORK, December 21.—[Special.}-—Our private 
cables this morning say, ‘“‘more disposition to buy 
than for sometime. Think 8,000,000 discounted.” 
Public dispatches advise an improvement of 2-64 3-64d 
in futures and spot sales of 12,000 bales. Part of the 
improvement was subsequently lost on news of re- 
ceipts in Americaslightly in excess of anticipations, 
but no pronounced weakness has developed. In our 
market opening figures were four points over Satur- 
day. Parties having early advices of larger receipts 
in New Orleans sold it off, however, to 7.95 for March. 
The dislodgment of long cotton was the object of this 
attack, but its success was questionable, and an in- 
crease of the short interest is, we think, the main re- 
sult. The long cotton is held with wonderful tenacity. 
Receipts at the ports, while larger than expected, are 
considerably under last year. The movement last year 
from this date to the end of the season was so phe- 
nomenally large that it hardly seems possible that we 
can this year approximate it, and there is a growing 
feeling that with any assurance that the supply will 
not exceed 8,000,000, prices are likely to improve. 
Southern markets show more resistance and gener- 
ally the situation seems without any pressure of im- 
portance up to?2 o’clock. It is interesting tu note 
that in 1843, when cotton sold at 3% under pressure of 
the great financial distress, following the political 
upheaval of that year, the stock of cotton in Liverpool 
was 976,000 bales. In proportion to the present supply 
and demand such a stock was more than double to- 
day’s stocks of 1,171,000 bales, so that the situation is 
hardly without actual precedent. After 2 o'clock, the 
market continued steady, improving a point or two 
from the lowest. Nochange of importance in either 
the market or the movement is expected till after the 
New Year. After that time the market will be acutely 
sensitive to the receipts. Last year, from the Ist of 
January to the Ist of June, the total quantity of cotton 
coming into sight was 2,573,009. In 1885, during the 
same period, oniy 1,160,000 bales were received. A 
stmilar difference this year would give us a crop of 
about 7,600,000; a movement equa! to last year’s would 
mean a crop of about 9,100,000. The room for differ- 
ence of opinion and possible changes in value is ap- 
parent, The export movement is enormous. Today’s 
shipments are about 64,000 bales. Great Britain has 
thus far imported 240,000 more than last year, and her 
takings them were considered enormous. The Liver- 
pool exchange will be closed from Thursday evening 
next until the succeeding Tuesday morning.

NEW YORK, December 21—Liverpool cabled us

owing to purchases for banking purposes, spinners 
supplying themselves from hand-to-mouth, which we 
give without any any comment. We have always 
noticed that the consuming element was reluctant to 
favor the article in a depression, and it will doubtless 
again be that way till we see beiter prices. when Man- 
chester will probably take her quota. As it is, the 
same conditions are doubtless coming into piay in 
England that have become somewhat ofa feature here, 
notably, the attraction of outsiders to cotton owing to 
its reasonable price. In fact, we believe that this buy- 
ing during the past week has been the main support of 
the market, and if we’can but have a natural stimulus 
we wight fairiy look for good results. As it is there is 
nothing to change prices one way or the other except 
the course of receipts, and the same being extraordi- 
narily heavy today have dissipated, the good feeling 
that the foreign advice brought this morning, and 
prices, after opening 475 points up, have lost this and 
another 4@5 points in addition, closing steady at al- 
most the lowest of the day.

The Augusta Carnival a Grand Affair. 
The Sights Described. 


: | 
A TALK WITH MR, JOE WHITE, 


His Majesty Will Enter Augusta on Tues- 
day, January 26th, and Reign Su- 
preme Until Midnight of the 28th. 


The Augusta carnival, on the occasion of 
the third annual entrance of King Cotton into 
that city, will begin on Tuesday, the 26th of 
January, and last until the night of the 28th. 
This event is looked forward to for many 
months, and the three days of the carnival are 
given up to festivities of a varied and interest- 
ing character. 

Mr. Joe W. White, traveling passenger 
agent of the Georgia railroad, was in the city 
yesterday, and gave an interesting account of 
the coming carnival. 

“King Cotton comes in on the 26th of Jan- 
uary at 1 o’clock p. m., accompanied by 150 or 
200 knights,’ said Mr. White, who appears to 
enjoy the full confidence of his majesty. 
“The mayor delivers to him the keys of the 
city with due form and ceremony. His 
majesty then takes charge of Augusta for three 
days, and immediately issues a proclamation 
enjoining upon his loyal subjects @ proper 
celebration of his coming by appropriate fes- 
tivities. The sports begin the same evening. 
There will be horse races and mule races right 
on Broad street. The masqueraders will have 
the freedom of the city for any kind of orderly 
fantastics, the ladies will wear King Cotton’s 
colors, purple or orange, and the city wil! be 
handsomely decorated. 

“A large platform will be erected in the 
street and amusements will be going on there 
the whole time. Negotiations are pending 
with a wire walker, who will traverse a wire 
stretched between the Arlington and the Dyer 
buildinge—two of the largest structures in 
the city. We will have a fox chase on the 
night of the 28thand we already have 100 
dogs for that purpose. There will also be the 
climbing of a greasy pole, sack races and all 
such burlesques from 10 o’clock in the morn- 
ing until midnight. 

“On the night of the 27th the carnival pro- 
cession comes, with twenty odd floats, making 
a grand panoramic repreventation of a series 
of connected historical events, each ee 
eventinthe epoch being represented by a 
float artistically designed to picture the scene. 
The procession will enter the city at McKin- 
ney street and go down on the north side of 
Broad to Elbert street, when it will turn and 
countermarch on the south side of Broad, re- 
urning thence to the den. 

“On the last night, the 28th, King Cotton's 
reception will be held and an elegant ball will 
be given. It will be very select and well con- 
ducted. A number of Atlanta ladies will re- 
ceive invitations. 

“From the afternoon of the 26th until mid- 
night of the 28th, there will be one blaze of 
light on Broad street, and fun and frolic with- 
out cessation will till the hours. 

“The railroads will givearate of 1 centa 
mile.”’

“MORE ABOUT IT 


Sawmill Will 


The Augusta. Made 
Take, 


THE WARWICK MACHINE COMPANY'S 


Movement Commended on All Sides. 
Their Foundry and Machine Shops 
Being Greatly Enlarged. 


Aveusta, Ga., December 21.—|Special.]— 
The article in yesterday’s CONSTITUTION with 
reference to the manufacture of sawmills by 
the Warwick Machine Company, of this city, 
has occasioned no little comment. Everybody 
agrees that Augusta is the proper place for such 
an industry, and it is generally conceded that 
the Warwick Machine Company is the right 
concern to Jaunch the enterprise. The com- 
pany being composed of local capitalists of al- 
most unlimited resources, and the manage- 
ment of the business being in the hands 
of such men as Mr. H. C. Perkins and 
Mr. J. A. Hauser, will at once ground the con- 
cern in the contiaence of the public.

railroad’s network of tracks, can be seen a lo- 
comotive undergoing repairs,, while in the 
yard outside are all sizes and makes of farm 
engines either just tinished or to be over- 
hauled.

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THE SHERIFF LEAVES 


And Gives Way to the Man the People 
Wanted. 

It is no longer Sheriff Pinyan, of Pickens. 

As expected, he has once more been deposed 
from his official position. 

Less than two months ago the sheriff was 
dismissed and put in jail on the charge of aid- 
ing prisoners to escape. He had been too len- 
ient with them, allowing them every freedom 
desired, and on one occasion, it is charged, let 
a prisoner go a mile to get a drink. 

While away the man became involved in a 
difficulty and nearly killed his opponent. 
Another was let go, and he never showed up. 

The people at Jasper became stirred up, and 
when the matter culminated with Pinyan’s 
arrest, he was required to givea bond of $1,000 
for temporary freedom, or be transferred to 


Fulton county jail. 

The day before the time for this transfer he 
furnished the necessary bail. 

A week later the old sheriff was once more 
back at his post. This was not relished by 
many, and Deputy Marshal James L. Mann 
was asked to assume the duties of the place. 

Pinyan was nominaily sheriff, however. 
Several weeks ago Mann died from injuries he 
had received, and Pinyan once more ruled. 
But the people were not satisfied, and they 
expressed their discontent. 

It 4was soon seen that some sort of arrange- 
ment would have to be made. Pinyan’s resig- 
nation was deinanded by many, but in order to 
smooth matters over a plan satisfactory to both 
sides was agreed upon. 

It took detinite shape last Saturday, and 
today everything is working well, 

Pinyan relinquished all claims upon the 
oflice, except the name of sheriff, and moved 
to the country, several miles from Jasper, 
where he will reside upon a farm in the 
future, 

DavisCowert was placed in the position, 
and, while he has not been vested with the 
title, he has every other right and prerogative 
of the oftice, and Pinyan has nothing to do 
with it. 

This will be the arrangement until the next 
election, when it will undoubtedly be Sheriff 
Cowert, who, from present expectations, will 
make an excellent man. 


A CHARGE OF  KIDNAPING. 


A Henry County Farmer Has One Against 
Him, But It’s Compromised. 

Mr. John Sharpe, a Henry county farmer, 
was arrested last week on the charge of kid- 
naping his own daughter. 

The case is:quite a peculiar one. 

Mr. Sharpe is well knownin Henry and ad- 
joining counties, and,as a farmer, is prosperous, 

He has always borne a good reputation 
among his neighbors, both as to morals and in- 
dustry. 

A year or so ago his wife died, leaving two 
little girls. Mr. Sharpe was without any one 
to properly care for them, and two aunts took 
them. 

After a few months of single life, Mr. 
Sharpe took unto himself another helpmeet, 
aud the eldest girl was brought home. 

Mrs. Sweet, the aunt who was keeping the 
younger one, begged to be allowed to keep her 
longer. She said that the mother of the little 
one had given the child to her on her dying 
bed. Sharpe let her remain for quite a while, 
but last week he went to Sweet’s home and 
carried the litt!e girl away. : 

Sweet went before Judge Luke Livingston 
and obtained a warrant for Sharpe’s arrest on 
the charge of kidnaping.

Sharpe 
was arrested, but was released without bond.
